Shall  America  Bow 
To  The  Pope  Of  Rome?

Introduction 

All  freedom-loving  Americans  were  shocked  when  President  Tru¬ 
nin  n  on'  Saturday,  October  20,  1951,  announced  to  the  nation  that  he 
•d  appointed  General  Mark  W.  Clark  as  full-fledged  United  States 
•niliassador  to  the  Court  of  the  Pope  of  Rome. 

Conscious  of  the  fact  that  our  religious  freedoms  in  America  are 
eedicater  upon  the  article  in  the  Bill  of  Rights  in  the  U.S.  Constitu- 
ion  which  guarantees  that  Church  and  State  shall  be  forever  separate, 
millions  of  citizens  saw  in  President  Truman’s  move  an  immediate 
threat  to  their  liberties. 

Kver  since  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  appointed  Mr.  Myron 
C  Taylor  as  his  personal  representative 
to  the  Vatican  the  day  before  Christ¬ 
mas,  1939,  there  have  been  quasi-ofti- 
eial  relations  between  the  United  States 
and  the  Vatican  in  direct  repudiation  of 
the  Constitution  and  the  Bill  of  Rights. 

Even  after  President  Truman  withdrew 
Mr  Taylor  from  his  post  January  18, 

1950  because  of  the  growing  indignation 
•f  American  citizens,  a  “pipeline”  was 
maintained  between  Washington  and 
Rome  which  sub  rosa  perpetuated  this 
unconstitutional  relationship. 

As  recently  as  August  10,  Mr.  Myron 
Taylor,  whose  “resignation”  Mr.  Tru¬ 
man  had  “accepted”  returned  from  an 
audience  with  the  pope  and  reported 
at  the  White  House  concerning  plans 
which  were  being  devised  for  “the  mobi¬ 
lization  of  the  spiritual  forces  of  the 
world,”  ostensibly  in  the  fight  against 
World  Communism.  It  is  quite  apparent 
that  the  bold  action  of  President  Tru¬ 
man  on  October  20  was  the  outgrowth 
•f  a  Romish  plot  to  assume  world  re¬ 
ligious  leadership  at  a  time  of  inter¬ 
national  crisis.

grams  had  about  as  much  cfft-ct  as  the 
proverbial  “water  on  a  duck’s  back.” 
The  stage  was  now  set  for  the  crucial 
act. 

In  brie!  the  procedure  was  to  appoint 
some  distinguished  American  (preferably 
a  Protestant)  with  the  rank  of  ambassa¬ 
dor  who  would  go  to  Rome  as  the  person- 
an  representative  of  the  President.  He 
would  not  be  appointed  by  the  President 
and  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  the  cus¬ 
tomary  procedure  with  regard  to  am¬ 
bassadors.  He  would  not  live  in  the 
Vatican  State  and  his  contacts  with  the 
pope  would  be  only  occasional.  If  pos¬ 
sible.  a  multi-millionaire  would  be  chosen 
who  would  not  require  a  salary  to  be 
paid  by  the  Government.  The  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  appointment’s  announce¬ 
ment  would  be  camouflaged  to  prevent 
public  criticism. 

Accordingly,  President  Roosevelt,  tak¬ 
ing  advantage  of  his  vast  war  powers, 
appointed  Myron  C.  Taylor,  former  chair¬ 
man^  of  the  board  of  the  United  States 
Steel  Corporation,  as  his  personal  rep¬ 
resentative  to  the  pope.  The  occasion  of 
the  announcement  was  extremely  clever. 

It  was  the  day  before  Christmas,  1939. 
Everybody  was  thinking  and  hoping  in 
terms  of  “peace  on  earth,  good  will  to 
men  ”  Three  letters  written  by  the  Pres¬ 
ident  were  released  in  all  the  newspapers 
In  their  common  introduction  they  sanc¬ 
timoniously  recalled  that  Christmas  was 
being  observed  in  a  world  of  sorrow. 
Isaiah’s  prophecy  of  the  coming  of  Christ 
was  likened  to  the  coming  of  a  new  age 
“wherein  through  renewed  faith  the  up¬ 
ward  progress  of  the  human  race  would 
become  more  secure.”  The  Christmas 
star,  first  seen  by  the  lowly  shepherds  of 
Judea,  was  like  this  new  age  first  forseen 
by  “the  people”  and  now  by  their  nation¬ 
al  leaders.  The  world  must  safeguard 
this  precious  heritage  for  our  time. 

The  letters  were  addressed  to  the  pope, 
to  Dr.  eorge  A.  Butterick,  then  president 
of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of

The 
letters  to  Drs.  Buttrick  and  Adler  went 
by  mail,  but  the  pope’s  letter  was  trans¬ 
mitted  through  Archbishop  Spellman  of 
New  York,  who,  with  Mr.  A.  A.  Berle, 
Jr.,  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  handed 
it  to  Archbishop  Ciognani,  Apostolic 
Delegate  in  Washington,  for  delivery  to 
the  VaUcan.  On  this  eventful  occasion 
President  Roosevelt  was  host  to  Arch¬ 
bishop  Spellman  at  lunch  in  the  White 
House 

Ostensibly  the  President  had  been 
moved  by  the  tender  spirit  of  Christmas 
simply  to  ask  the  cooperation  of  the  re¬ 
ligious  elements  of  our  American  life  m 
his  efforts  for  world  peace.  The  trusting 
citizenry  accepted  his  subterfuge  as  “all 
wool  and  a  yard  wide.”  His  scheme  had 
worked. 

Both  Dr.  Buttrick  and  Dr.  Adler  re- 
SDonded  cordially  to  their  letters  and 
thus  allowed  themselves  to  be  used  as 
pawns  on  the  diplomatic  board.  The 
pope,  with  a  show  of  conservative  dig¬ 
nity,  waited  until  January  7,  1940,  to 
make  his  formal  reply  and  it  was  deliver¬ 
ed  January  20  by  Archbishop  Cicognani 
accompanied  by  Monsignor  Michael  J. 
Ready.  The  letter  itself  was  effusive.  It 
laid: 

“We  lost  no  time  in  communicating 
youi  note  to  the  distinguished  gathering 
present  that  very  morning  in  the  Consis- 
toriat  Hall  of  this  Apostolic  Vatican 
Palace,  solemnly  expressing  before  the 
world.  Catholic  and  Non-Catholic  alike, 
our  appreciation  of  this  courageous  docu-

Roman  Catholicism  in  America  was 
jubilant.  The  hierarshy  and  the  people 
hailed  President  Roosevelt  as  “a  new 
Messiah."  His  diplomatic  achievement 
was  "a  master  stroke,  with  the  purpose 
of  the  appointment  justifying  all.”  The 
expected  protests  were  turned  aside  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  brand  the  Protest¬ 
ants  as  obstructionists  and  “isolationistsv 
if  not  "fifth-columnists.”

Haro*d  Hilgard  Tkman  II,  former  coun¬ 
selor  ol  the  embassy  in  Rome,  as  Mr. 
Taylor’s  assistant  and  provided  two 
foreign  service  officers,  a  secretary,  a 
code  clerk  and  two  stenographers  at  the 
expense  of  the  American  taxpayers. 
What  sort  of  budget  was  set  aside  for 
consultation  with  Dr.  Buttrick  and  Dr. 
Adler  is  not  known. 

Seldom  in  recent  years  has  the  Vatican 
been  as  jubilant  as  it  was  on  the  day 
when  the  first  United  States  embassador 
lately  assigned  to  confer  with  the  pope 
presented  his  credentials.  Great  prepa¬ 
rations  had  been  made  to  give  the  event 
the  august  solemnity  it  warrented.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  elaborate  protocol  Ambas¬ 
sador  Taylor  was  in  full  court  dress. 
Mrs.  Taylor  accompanied  him  in  a  high- 
i  necked,  long-sleeved  gown  of  papal  black 
|  especially  designed  for  the  solemn  occas¬ 
ion.  There  was  a  formal  reception  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Apostolic  Palace  by 
purple-robed  prelates,  the  Swiss  Guards, 
chamberlains  and  red-liveried  ushers. 
The  Tittmans,  also  attired  according  to 
strict  papal  rules,  followed  them.  Amer¬ 
ican  Monsignor  Hurley  was  present. 

The  distinguished  party  proceeded  up 
the  elaborate  stairway  to  the  Clementine 
Hall  where  they  were  again  formally  re¬ 
ceded  This  time  R'was  the  Papal 
Master  of  the  Household,  Monsignor  Al¬ 
berto  Arborio  Mella  di  Sant’  Elia,  extend¬ 
ing  the  felicitations  of  His  Holiness.  On 
the  party  moved  through  tile  luxurious 
balls  joined  from  time  to  time  by  more 
•facials,  prelates  and  members  of  the 
aniformed  soldiery  of  the  Papal  State. 

At  last  they  moved  into  the  throne 
room  and  approached  the  throne  itself 
where  stood  “the  Supreme  Pontiff  of  the 
Universal  Church.”  Pius  XII  was  garbed 
in  a  white  cassock  and  a  red  cape  bord¬ 
ered  with  ermine,  the  mark  of  kings.  His 
tall,  imposing  form  moved  toward  the 
American  Ambassador,  pontifical  dig¬ 
nity  marking  every  step.  A  deathly 
•ilence  pervaded  the  throne  room  as 
everyone  present  realized  the  significent 
•f  what  was  occuring.  Then  the  pope 
stretched  out  his  hand  in  a  frankly  happy 
welcome.  His  countenance  beamed  with 
joy  and  satisfaction.  He  led  the  Ambas¬ 
sador  and  Mrs.  Taylor  to  seats  which

SAN  JUAN,  Puerto  Rico — (RNSj — Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  Bishop  James  E.  McManus 
of  Ponce  has  urged  Catholics  in  his  dio¬ 
cese  to  vote  against  the  Constitution  be¬ 
ing  drawn  up  by  a  92-man  Commission 
on  Bill  of  Rights  if  the  Amendment  of 
Feb  3,  1921,  10  the  Puerto  Rico  Organic 
Law  is  included. 

The  amendment  of  1921  forbids  the  di¬ 
rect  or  indirect  use  of  public  funds  or 
properties  for  the  benefit  of  any  religious 
group  or  individual.  The  Puerto  Rico 
Constitution  will  be  voted  upon  on  Janu¬ 
ary  21.  19S2.

Your  Custodian  was  asked  to  look  into 
the  old  Associational  Minutes  to  bring 
the  history  up  to  1905.  In  this  research  it 
was  found  that  the  church  was  consti¬ 
tuted  in  1843.  A  comparatively  satisfac¬ 
tory  history  was  written  from  1843  to 
1905  from  the  Minutes  of  the  old  Associ¬ 
ations,  as  only  the  1890  Minutes  were 
missing.

Gifts  for  endowment  it  was  ruled  do  not 
count  against  the  capital  needs  goals. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  asked 
Dr.  Porter  Routh,  the  executive  secre¬ 
tary,  to  remind  the  institutions  and 
agencies  that  a  quarterly  financial  re¬ 
port  must  be  filed  with  the  Executive 
Committee,  in  keeping  with  the  Con¬ 
vention's  Plan  of  Business  and  Finance. 
The  agencies  and  institutions  were  re¬ 
quested  to  cooperate  in  reducing  the 
number  of  pages  in  the  annual  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

It  was  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Mi¬ 
ami  convention  Committee  on  Time, 
Place,  and  Preacher  that  the  1954  con¬ 
vention  be  held  in  St.  Louis,  June  2-6. 

Also  in  the  future,  only  one  general 
offering  will  be  planned  for  each  con¬ 
vention.  It  will  be  on  Saturday  night 
for  joint  use  of  the  evangelistic  and 
youth  night  committees.  If  enough  is 
not  received,  a  second  offering  will  be 
taken  the  next  day. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  asked 
a  “keener"  conscience  on  the  part  of 
Baptists  in  the  matter  of  enlisting  non¬ 
resident  members.  States  were  asked 
to  set  up  committees  to  consider  the 
problem. 

December  Sidelights 

The  theme  of  the  Miami  Convention 
will  be  the  church,  according  to  the 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business.  Major 
addresses  on  the  church  are  planned

Executive  Committee  Frowns 
On  Use  Of  Reserve  Funds 

By  Foreign  Mission  Board 


(Editor's  Note:  Tho  following  item 
was  passed  by  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  in  session  f.i  Nashville,  December 
13,  and  by  request  is  being  forwarded 
immediately  to  the  denominational 
papers.) 

STATEMENT  OF  FOREIGN  MISSION 
BOARD  I ESERVES 

—  In  view  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board’s 
inability  to  meet  the1  expanding  needs  of 
its  program  of  advance  from  cash  re¬ 
ceipts,  Dr.  M.  T.  Rankin,  Executive  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Board,  requested  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  to  name  a  committee  con¬ 
sisting  of  President  George  B.  Fraser  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  Judge  Frank 
Hooper,  chairman  of  the  Administrative 
Committee,  and  ,R.  Paul  Caudill,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Finance  Committee,  to  con¬ 
sider  with  him  the  advisability  of  using 
part  of  the  reserve  funds  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  to  help  meet  these  needs. 

After  an  investigation  the  committee 
found  that  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
has  in  reserve  a  total  of  $2,968,553.  Since 
the  Business  and  Financial  Plan  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  states: 

‘‘Each  agency  of  this  convention  shall 
set  us  as  soon  as  possible  a  reserve  for 
contingencies  to  provide  for  deficits  that 
may  occur  either  through  decreased  re¬ 
ceipts  or  through  emergencies,  or  both,” 
and  since  this  fund  amounts  to  less  than 
one-half  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board’s 
total  estimated  expenditures  for  1952,  the 
committee  believes  that  in  light  of  pres¬ 
ent  world  conditions,  and  the  expanded 
program  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
it  would  be  unwise  to  use  any  part  of  this 
fund  for  current  operations. 

The  committee  found  also  that  the 
Board  has  now  in  hand  about  $3,000,000 
of  allocated  money  which  is  in  process 
of  transfer  to  the  mission  fields  to  be 
used  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  has 
been  appropriated.  The  Foreign  Mission 
Board  would  violate  its  trust  if  it  used 
such  funds  for  purposes  other  than  those 
for  which  they  have  already  been  des¬ 
ignated. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  also 
endowment  and  trust  funds  amounting 
to  approximately  $2,500,000.  The  Busi¬ 
ness  and  Financial  Plan  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  states  specifically,  “Each  agency  of 
the  Convention  is  hereby  instructed  and 
ordered  to  keep  all  trust  funds  and  des¬ 
ignated  gifts  (for  they  are  trust  funds) 
sacred  to  the  trust  and.designation;  that 
they  are  not  to  be  used  even  temporarily 
for  any  other  purpose  than  the  purpose 
specified;  and  that  such  funds  shall  not 
hereafter  be  invested  in  the  securities  of 
any  denominational  body  or  agency.” 

Although  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  has 
before  it  now  approved  requests  from 
mission  fields  amounting  to  $2,600,000 
which  have  not  yet  been  provided  for,  it 
is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  the 
Board  would  be  unjustifiable  in  using 
any  of  its  reserve  fund  to  meet  these  or 
other  needs.  In  short,  your  committee 
finds  that  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  does 
not  have  any  funds  in  reserve  which  ace 
available  for  use  for  purposes  other  than 
those  for  which  they  hare  already  been  buildings  is  that  section 
designated.  camp. 


1453  Promotion  Plans 

Ways  and  means  of  promoting  the 
Christian  Stewardship  Week,  October  18- 
25,  1952,  were  carefully  considered  by 
both  the  Executive  Committee  and  the 
state  secretaries  and  editors.  A  specific 
seven-point  stewardship  program  was 
adopted  consisting  of  (a)  teach  Bible 
stewardship  missions,  and  Cooperative 
Program,  (b)  plan  church  finances,  (c) 
enlist  tithers,  (d)  ask  every  member  to 
give,  (e)  receive  offerings  weekly  (t) 
send  mission  offerings  weekly,  (g)  in¬ 
crease  percentage  of  the  Cooperative 
Program  each  year. 

A  plan  of  premoting  the  Church  Stew¬ 
ardship  Week  of  1953  was  adopted.  (1) 
the  state  secretary  or  someone  appoint¬ 
ed  by  him  will  be  the  state  leader.  (2) 
Each  association  is  to  have  a  steward¬ 
ship  committee  and  chairman,  elected 
or  appointed  by  the  association.  ()  Lead¬ 
ership  rallies  will  be  held  in  each 
association  in  September,  1953.  (4)  All 
church  agencies  will  help  in  promoting 
the  plan.  (5)  State  papers  are  invited  to 
help  keep  the  plan  before  the  people. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  voted  to 
as*t  all  agencies  and  state  papers  to 
emphasise  the  doctrine  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  during  the  first  half  of  1953,  as 
adopted  by  the  convention  lest  year. 

An  objective  was  set  for  1954,  a  goal 
of  34  million  dollars  ior  state  and 
Southern  Convention  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  It  is  expected  that  the  slogan 
“Thirty  Four  in  Fifty  Four”  will  be 
widely  used. 

Miscellaneous  Business 
It  if  hard  to  imagine  the  complicated 
and  far-reaching  business  detail  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  until  one 
has  sat  through  an  Executive  Committee 
meeting.  Among  the  many  details  con¬ 
sidered  and  passed  in  the  December 
meeting  were: 

(1)  Formulation  of  a  statement  on  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  reserves,  giving 
as  their  opinion  that  in  the  light  of  the 
present  world  situation  it  would  be  un¬ 
wise  for  the  $2,900,000  reserves  now  held 
by  the  Foreign  Board  to  be  spent  on 
current  operations.  The  committee  also 
stated  that  for  the  Foreign  Board  to  use 
either  any  of  the  $2,500,000  endowment 
and  trust  funds  in  hand  or  $3,000,000 
designated  funds  in  hand  for  any  pur¬ 
pose  except  those  for  which  they  were 
given  would  be  a  violation  of  trust. 

(2)  Voted  to  send  a  copy  of  J.  M. 
Dawson's  pamphlet  on  tho  Vatican  ap¬ 
pointment  to  every  pastor  in  the  conven¬ 
tion  with  a  plea  that  each  pastor  ask  all 
the  members  of  his  church  to  write 
congressmen  and  senators  at  once  ab¬ 
ler  ling  to  the  appointment. 

(3)  A  proposed  amendment  to  the  Con¬ 
vention’s  Plan  of  Business  and  Finance 
that  will  restrict  any  agency  or  institu¬ 
tion  from  borrowing  money  beyond  what 
fc  car  repay  ia  three  years  out  of  its 
anticipated  receipts. 

(4)  Reaffirmation  of  a  section  of  the 
Convention’s  Plan  of  Business  and  Fi¬ 
nance  that  states  that  all  gifts  received 
by  agencies  or  institutions  will  apply 
toward  their  respective  capital  needs 
goals,  which,  when  met  mean  thatthe 
agency  or  institution  will  not  further 
participate  in  the  five-year  capital  needs 
ptaa  ut  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.
